Truman Changed Views 


Of Subversive Board

WASHINGTON, May 12—Democratic 


leaders now believe that they may en- 
ter the presidential campaign with a 
fairly clean bill of health on the charge 
of coddling' Communists as a result of 
President Truman's quiet reversal of 
policy on an important phase of this 
issue. 


They dismiss as inconsequential the 


fact, as with Alger Hiss, he was forced 
into reform by Congressional critics. 
They coiftt on the voters to forget cer- 
tain lapses. 


Without any fanfare, Truman has 


dealt the official Communist Party and 
allied front organizations a damaging 
thrust. He has reorganized the hitherto 
pinkish Subversive Activities Control 
Board by naming as chairman a hard- 
hitting legal realist in Peter Campbell 
Browns of Brooklyn. 


Although no red-baiter. Brown had 


frequently dissented when his predeces- 
sors showed an amazing tolerance of the 
defendants' rowdy tactics at official 
hearings. 


Brown,follows such easy-going board 


chiefs as Seth W. Richardson, of North 
Dakota and ex-Representative Charles 
MjliaEollete^Qf Indiana. They were ap- 
"'pafently named by Truman in an at- 
tempt to soften or. -minimize the effect 
of the law creating this sort of Supreme 
Court on communist activities in the 
United States. 


- Indeed, he vetoed the original meas- 
ure, "only to have it passed over his ob- 
jections by a large majority. 


Richardson, for instance, was charged 


Arith whitewashing the Administration's 
part in the Pearl Harbor disaster when 
he served as counsel for a Capital Hill 
investigating committee. He is a partner 
of Joseph E, Davies, former ambassador 
to Russia and author of the book, "Mis- 
sion to Moscow." 


La Follette was forced out ot the 


chairmanship because the Senate Judi- 
ciary Commitee refused to approve his 
nomination. He once headed the liberal 
Democratic, Hyde Park faction known 
as Americans for Democratic Action.

handled by the stomach and digestivfjfc. 
>system."" A mixture of certain sugar so^ 
lutions is "the nourishment that has 
proved best in many cases. 


Feeding by vein is often necessary 


to supply extra food quickly after a 
severe injury or a difficult or prolonged 
operation. At other times, a person may 
be unable to take any food by mouth, as 
after swallowing a large amount of lye, 
which burns the tube to the -stomach. 


Various kinds Of liquids can be taken 


by vein. The one most commonly used 
is a solution of a type of sugar known 
as glucose. However, amino acids, blood 
and blood- plasma may all be given with 
excellent results, depending on the case. 


In the case of severe burns, it is 


usually essential'- to _give plasma and 
blood through a vein. With hemorrhage, 
blood is given. Glucose is the most com- 
mon solution used to build up a person 
for a surgical operation and during the 
recovery period afterwards. 


Many times a patient's system shows 


a definite shortage of glucose before 
and after an operation. 'It has been dif- 
ficult to make up this shortage with 
glucose solution'because-tte body uses 
it too slowly when received" through a 
vein. 


Scientists have now perfected 
a 


newer solution composed of glucose tf£ 
gether with fructose, a slightly differejlP 
form of sugar. Twice the amount of this 
mixture can be taken in the same period 
of time.
